n the second match for 
ustralia in the Simba 
Cup the host country, South 
Africa were their opponents. 
This time the Aussies were 
unable to repeat the exciting 
form they displayed against 
Ghina,

The lack of preparation and 
playing with 10 men against a 
quality side eventually took its 
toll and Australia was forced 
onto the back foot by the 
gifted South Africans, 

Zeljko Kalac had to pull off 
a string of saves to keep 
Australia in the game but was 
beaten again this time by 
Mark Williams with 18 
minutes to play. 

-“Tt was a solid all round 
performance against the 
African champions, they were 
the better team in the end,” 
Blanco said, 

“They are going to be a 
force to be reckoned with, 
they have‘already drawn: with 
Argentina and Germany.” 

The victory consolidates 
South Africa as favourite to 
win the four nation series 
because it only needs to snare 
a draw against Ghana on 
Saturday to win the series.

$A126,740 in prize money.

ydney United had to 
struggle and survive a 
torrid first half assault 
by a defiant Parramatta 
Eagles before they could 
reach out and grab their 
second’ consecutive Waratah 
Cup and collect the prize of 
$50,000 last Sunday at the 
Croatian Sports Centre. 
With the scoreline 
deadlocked at !-1 after 90 
minutes, United snatched the 
cash and the Cup through a 
“Golden Goal” scored by their 
superbly talented striker Ante 
Milicic in the second part of 
extra time after substitute 
Ante Deur fired in a perfect 
through-ball into the Eagles’

The Eagles flew to an early 
12 minute lead when robust 
striker, and skipper, Geoff 
Gunning strongly crossed 
from the left for right 
midfielder David Harding to 
volley into the target from just 
eight metres. 

One minute before the 
break Parramatta in fact had 
the golden chance to kill off 
United when striker Malcolm 
Meilak raced into United's 
box with goal keeper Peter 
Blazincic racing off his line. 
Despite that Meilak got the 
last touch, as the ball rolled 
agonisingly  goalwards, 
United’s alert 19 year old 
lateral defender Dean Culina, 
swung around and raced back 


in cover to clear the ball 
centimetres from the goal line, 

Six minutes after the break 
United’s left midfielder Chad 
Gibson fired a pass to David 
Zarilic, but his blast although 
well on target’ was 
magnificently blocked by the 
Eagles’ goal keeper Jason 
Holmes, and four minutes 
later Zdrilic was involved 
again when he cut back a ball 
to Milicic but steady centre 
back David eee robbed 
United of 

The second half was all 
United as the midfield of 
Jacob Burns, Robbie Enes, 
Paul Bilokapic, Gibson and 16 
year old substitute Jason 
Culina industriously rolled up 
their sleeves and gradually

An issue that has worried 
me greatly and I would like to 
share with all traditional 
soccer lovers is the American 
influence that is starting to 
take over in Europe.

O.K. you may think So 
what, it is so trivial. However 
it may lead to worse things in 
future. Obviously there is a 
large audience in the U.S. and 
they have been influential on 
a lot of aspects. Clothing, 
tausic, food and films to name 
but a few, especially, it seems, 
to our youngsters the 
influence is having such 
impact. Food-wise I have my 
worries. 

Well as a traditional 
soccer lover J already have to 


put up with the word “soccer” 
let alone the changes the 
Americans wanted to make. 
Bigger goals, no offsides, or 
no offsides up to 30 yards 
from the goal, kick-ins instead 
of throw-ins. Games that are 
0-0 or 1-1 may just be 


“exciting because often both 


teams are too good, A game 
with the score 3-0, if you look 
at it closely could have all 3 
goals in a space of 5 minutes. 
It is all relative. Most people 
like the game the way it is. Or 
am I wrong and just a 
traditionalist? Let’s keep 
some traditional values in a 
future that is becoming 
increasingly technological. 
People all over the world 
actually visit England because 
of traditional festivities such 
as a coronation, royal 
weddings and trooping of the 
colour. Imagine if that too 
disappeared! Let’s keep 
football in its purest form and 
no “third umpire with TV” 
please. We have coped for 
more than 100 years, It is a 
pity that winning is everything 
now in sport but, let’s not 
hand the game to the 
Americans or life won't be 
worth living anymore!

verybody who knew 

him agreed on one 

thing: Warren 
Gronau, who died recently 
at the tragically early age of 
31, was a true Sportsman. 

That is, a Sportsman in 
every sense of.the word. 

For not only did his 
sporting prowess extend to a 
myriad of games other than 
his beloved soccer, but as a 
competitor he was a shining 
example to others coming 
through the ranks. 

Warren was the middle of 
three sons born to Claus and 
Wendy and grew up in the 
Eastwood area just a hop, skip 
and jump from NSW Soccer 
Federation Division 1 club 
Ryde City's home ground, T. 
G. Millner field. 

Most of his early football 
was played in the area for a 
team then known as Eastwood 
Town and latterly Eastwood 
St. Andrews, where he rose 
from Under 7s to Premier 
League and eventually 
Federation level before 
moving on to Parramatta City 
in the same exalted 
competition. 

He had already played first 
grade at the age of seventeen 
and was active in cricket, 
tugby union and athletics, 
tepresenting his school, 
Meadowbank Boys High, in 
all these sports as well as 
soccer, captaining many teams 
along the way 

Warren Was always a very 
fit young man and his many 
friends, both in and out of the 
game, could attest to his 
competitiveness. 

Team sports were his forte 
and leadership and inspiration 
his major strengths. 

For all this, he still found 
time for individual pursuits 
and loved nothing better than 
beating his pals in a round of 
golf or showing them up on 
the ski fields. Golf and skiing 
were two of his many passions 
and he travelled extensively in 
search of the best facilities 
and slopes, both here and 
overseas. 


Soon after the funeral 
service for Warren was over, 
is friends and admirers, 
together with all his family 
and his beloved partner 
Tracey Ware, made their way 
over from the Uniting Church 
of St Andrews at Eastwood to 
the clubhouse at T. G, Millner 
Field. 

There, at the request of his 
parents and brothers Steven 
and Marc, his life was 
celebrated by a huge crowd as 
those who knew him well took 
turns to speak about the 
Warren Gronau they knew. 

Courageously, Steven 
spoke, and so well, about the 
man who would not be beaten 
in any sport, especially by any 
brother. Others waxed lyrical 
about his larrikinism and 
ability as a practical joker. 

Many mentioned his 
determination and will to 
succeed, 

It was noted by one of the 
many speakers that his initials, 
W.A.G. were most appropriate 
as he was the life and soul of 
the party. 

From his former club 
Parramatta City where he 
captained the side to two 
promotions and was with them 
in their rise from 5th to 2nd 
Divisions, he was fondly 
remembered by ‘Costa’ on 
behalf of the former ‘Hellas’ 
club, 

Old sparring partner, Noel 
Laurie, who had moved with 
him when he later joined 
Bankstown, was a very close 
friend and spoke well. 

Laurie had grown up with 
*Waz’, as he knew him, and 
the pair enjoyed an intense 
rivalry especially from the 
time when they came together 
as team mates at Eastwood St. 
Andrews. 

Warren was playing first 
grade as early as seventeen 
and his friend joined him at 
Parramatta City, after Gronau 
had spent the summer months 
playing in the unofficial 
‘Greek Cup’ for Western 
Districts Hellas, which 
became Parramatta City. 

The two mates lived life to 
the full and Noel had 


enormous respect for Warren's 
ability to play hard and work 
hard, burning the canadle at 
both ends, it seemed. 

“Warren's determination 
and leadership were second to 
none and we shared so many 
great moments during our 
soccer days together. 

"I was proud to have been

associated with him and to 
have played as a member of 
the premiership and 
championship teams he 
captained,” Laurie recounted. 

There was obviously a 
great deal of admiration for 
Warren in his words and these 
were shared by so many who 
knew him, 


"He had an uncanny knack 
of making everyone he came 
in contact with feel that they 

Were his own special friend 

“and his engaging manner drew 
many to his side," Noel 
concluded. 

Brian Dane, who coached 
him at Bankstown, where he 
was again captain, was glad to 


see him do so well when he 
moved to Ryde two seasons 
ago. 

Dane remembered Warren 
as a resolute defender who 
rarely scored, but had the 
dubious honour of winning a 
special trophy for scoring two 
‘own goals' in one game for 
the Bankstown club. 

Dane coached him when 
current Ryde team members 
Allan Lindley, Brad Glassock 
and Steve Duval were also in 
the side as well as the popular 
ex Ku-ring-gai sweeper and 
good mate Noel Laurie, 

Ryde's President, George 
Moscos, declared that both he, 
personally, and all the 
members of the committee are 
finding it hard to accept that 
Warren is no longer with us as 
he had been such an 
inspiration at the club. 

Warren had recovered from 
Major surgery while at 
Bankstown and returned to the 
side, before linking up with 
Ryde in the summer of 1995. 

He was an instant success 
and made the stopper's shirt 
his own. 

Warren was voted Players’ 
Player of the Year in 1995

He was noted for his 
discipline and integrity and 
the dignity with which he 
conducted his soccer. He 
never referred to his health 
problems after joining the club 
and gave one hundred percent 
at all times. No quarter was 
given or asked. 

He was also required to 
undergo unrelated surgery last 
summer and again came back 
to reclaim his place in the 
side, 

His final appearance 
proved to be the last 
competition game the team 
played at T. G. Millner Field, 
when the Gunners beat 
Bathurst 2-1. 

Only Warren could have 
known the brave effort it took 
to come back from the earlier 
touch and go operation to 
renew his soccer career and 
indeed make it at the highest 
level yet. 


He was playing at the peak 

of his powers when at Ryde he 
began to suffer some 
headaches and dizzy spells 
which ultimately were 
diagnosed as signs that fate 
was taking over. 
Even Wozza's redoubtable 
fighting qualities were not 
enough to overcome this final 
assault on his still so very 
young body. 

His family paid testimony 
to the kindness shown by all 
those who attended him at the 
Melanoma Unit of Royal 
Prince Alfred Hospital. 

Many maintained a bedside 
vigil and although he was in 
great pain Warren was able to 
fecover consciousness enough 
to briefly speak with his loved 
ones near the end of his life 
which sadly came at Spm on 
Wednesday 28th August. 

Ryde captain Chris Cowley 
and his wife Chery! were very 
good friends with both Warrea 
and his’ grieving partner 
Tracey. 

On the day of the special 
function at the clubhouse 
Tracey was presented by the 
captain with the coveted 
number five shirt, worn by 
Warren throughout his days at 
Ryde, to be treasured as a 
memento of happier times. 

This number shirt was not 
to be used again this season. 

The Ryde coach, Les 
DeCelis, has described his 
former player as a ‘role-model' 
with his fearless, whole- 
hearted approach to life and to 
his much-loved game of 
soccer. 

The Ryde City Gunners are 
now aiming to go all the way 
in the Finals and win the 
major prize in honour of their 
missing comrade. 

He will be very sadly 
missed by the soccer 
community as well as by his 
very close family and 
innumerable friends.

\ eae soccer’s biggest problem is refereeing mistakes, 
but technology should not be allowed to kill off arguments, 
Spain coach Javier Clemente said

referees, but where is the perfect 
referee?” Clemente said during a 
break on the second day of the 
three-day UEFA National Coaches 
Convention held by European 
soccer's governing body.

A GIRL FROM 
ALICE 


Green hails from Alice 
Springs, the centre of the 
continent and far remote from 
any capital city, including 
Darwin. 1500 kilometres or a 
day and a half’s drive to 
Darwin, a fact she gets tired or 
explaining to everyone. The 
midfielder works as a 
horticulturist for Alice Springs 
Council. 

Named in National Junior 
and Youth Squads since 1985 
at the age of fifteen, the girl 
from the outback clearly 
showed promise. She missed 
out however on a place in the 
first Youth Team to play in 
the Dallas Cup in 1987. 

Then in 1989 as a member 
of the Youth squad, Green 
was called into the Australian 
B Team to contest the 3rd 
Oceania Cup in Brisbane. 

After this introduction to 
international football, Green 
sadly fell back into the 
shadows, with Northern 
Territory not competing at the 
Nationals for three years. 

Finally a comeback for the 
Territory for the 1993 
Championship in Perth saw a 
return for Green. 

Her subsequent _per- 
formances in Perth proved she 
hadn’t Jost her touch, 
impressing then National 
Coach John Reid sufficiently 
for him to name her in the new 
Australian Squad. “It was the 
biggest shock getting selected 
again,” said Green. “I had 
never really been in the senior 
team before, only the Youth. 
Tt was a big jump.”

challenge for Green, having to 
rely on her own resources and 
motivation by herself back in 
Alice Springs. With women’s 
soccer no longer existent in 
the town, and the men in off- 
season, Green was forced to 
train on her own. 

In April 1994, seven 
months since selection, the 
Squad was split again into two 
teams, this time to take on 
Russia on Queenstand’s Gold 
Coast. Green was again 
named in the B Team, for 
what was Australia’s first taste 
of international competition in 
three years. 

“T was still young in the 
head,” said Green. “Meaning 
at age 24, T had only played a 
bit at this level. It was all very 
new to me, physically and 
mentally.” 

Green and the B team went 
on to draw against Australia 
A, as they had also done back 
in 1989 in Brisbane. And 
after a 5-0 loss to the Russian 
outfit, they then improved to 
go down by just the one goal 
in the retum match. 

After the Russian 
experience, there was the 1994 
National titles in Melbourne.

But I’m not shy in coming 
forward —] look after myself.” 

These days, she is the only 
female left. “The town’s 
pretty good about it. But the 
guys get cheesed off because I 
always seem to be in the local 
paper.” 

Her team, Alice Olympic, 
won this year’s pre-season and 
First Grade championship. 
Green also trains with the 
men’s Alice Springs 
representative team, and 
coached her boys Under 14 
side to the premiership. 
“They won their final, then J 
went off and played my grand 
final — two wins all in the one 
day.”

Meanwhile, the other 
‘assistant’, or fourth official, 
has also been recognised as 
part of the ‘official team’ by 
the need to submit a 
misconduct report of anything 
seen by him/her which was 
missed by the other officials, 


PENALTY FOR 
BREACHES 
OF LAWS 


Leading on nicely from 
there is this year's naughty 


boy list, the rules governing 
the conduct of players on the 
pitch and what the penalties 
are; If a player reaches 21 
disciplinary points by the: last 


Sunday in November, 
suspended for three matches; 
last Sunday in February, 
suspended for two matches; 
last Sunday in April, 
suspended for one match; 21 
points by the end of the 
season, warned about future 
conduct. 

Frequent offenders will 
receive additional bans 
Players who tot up 21 points 
and go on to collect 33, the 
FA Code states: 33 points by 
the last Sunday in March, 
suspended for two matches; 
33 points by the last Sunday 
in April, suspended for one 
match; 33 points by the end of 
the season will be warned 
about future conduct, 

Then we come to the really 
naughty boys. Any player 
collecting 45 disciplinary 
points by season's end will 
have to appear before the 
disciplinary commission 
which can impose further 
suspension, fines or both. 

Suspensions start 14 days 
after the player's last offence. 
These cover FA Cup, 
Premiership and friendly 
matches and any club 
attempting to pull a fast one 
and arrange a friendly match 
to get a player back into the 
side quickly, the FA have the 
right to refuse recognition of 
the game. 

Lastly, any players who 


pass 21, 33 or 45 points in the 
1996/97 season will have their 
excess points carried forward 
to next season. Likewise, 
players who have part of a 
suspension outstanding must 
complete their bans at the start 
of the new term. 

All of this concerns 
bookings but now we come to 
players sent off: Second 
cautionable offence: 
suspended one match; Serious 
foul play in relation to 
goalscoring opportunity: 
suspended one match; Fou! 
and Abusive language: 
suspended two matches; 
Violent conduct or serious 
foul play: suspended three 
matches; Players sent-off for a 
second time in a season: 
suspended for extra one 
match. Third time: extra two 
match suspension; During a 
suspension, clubs are not 
allowed to pay their players 
any more than a basic wage 
i.e. No Bonuses etc. 

The FA can also take 
action against clubs with 
consistent offenders. They'll 
add 10 points to the team total 
that has players sent off for 
the second cautionable 
offence and 12 for a player 
red carded for any other 
treason. A club whose players 
accumulate a large number of 
penalty points will be called 
before the disciplinary 
commission to be warned, 
fined or both at the 
commissions discretion. 

Any player who should 
assault a referee can expect to

Referee's must submit 
reports of cautions and 
sendings off within two 
working days of the offence 
but clubs can appeal against 
Yellow and Red cards on two 
grounds: a card being issued 
mistakenly to the wrong 
player or for not, being 
merited. 

They may also submit 
evidence — video for 
example — to the authorities

who pass it to the referee for 
comment. If the ref admits a 
mistake, the card will be 
expunged. If he maintains he's 
right, the card remains and is 
recorded officially with all 
that might entail. 

Claims of mistaken identity 
will be investigated by the 
disciplinary commission. If 
they find grounds for fault, the 
card issued is dismissed and 
they then try to decide who

From this survey 120 goals were scored in the 
League in England. 62 by home teams 58 by away teams. Overall the home team 
scored 45% of their goals in the first half and the remainder in the second. The away team split them an even 50-50. 


All these goals contrast to the start of Mansfield’s home season in 1971-72, It was not until their 10th home game that 

they actually scored. Mind you in the meantime their away games had seen them produce 8 goals in 11 games. Okay it
